Buzz said 
that they used all modes of operation with 3 low-band 
stations plus VHF, UHF, and Packet. 


The objective of the OARC field day was not only to 
participate in the annual event but to show the generally 
- uninformed public what ham radio is all about. What better 
place to maximize public contact than in a shopping mall. At 
the station, they had a continuous video presentation of 
amateur radio efforts during Hurricane Andrew, handouts, 
and plenty of hams ready to extoll the virtues of ham radio 
should anyone ask. . 


Starting at 6AM Saturday, the members of the Social 
Security Contributors Net (SSCN) arrived at the mall to set 
up the informational booth and assemble their field day 
station. By 8:30, the booth was ready to be informational. At 
9:30, the VHF and UHF stations were operational with 4 
antennas mounted on a push-up pole attached to a 1000 
pound safe (Buzz didn’t say what was in the safe). 


By 1:30PM, the low-band antennas were installed on the 
roof of the mall and the top deck of parking garage and coax

The Orange County Radio Ama- 
teur Personnel for Immediate 
Deployment (RAPID) communica- 
tion system is in place. We are 
currently 33 operators strong; all 
active members of Orange Co. 
ARES/RACES. 


Andrew of 1992 and the hail storm of mid-March, 1993 
showed us the need of a quick response communications 
team trained in emergency communications in the field. 


Our purpose is to have the capacity to deploy a JUMP 
TEAM of 3-10 experienced operators to a destination that is 
under communications distress within 2 hours of call-up. We 
must have the ability to establish a communications base of 
VHF and/or HF capabilities and to maintain this service until 
local Public Service radios and telephones are back on line. 
Or we may be called upon to augment existing, but 
overloaded systems. Too, we may be needed to replace local 
operators who have been ‘‘used up’’, and :desperately need 
relief. Whatever the reason, RAPID must be ready to 
respond...rapidly. 


The RAPID COORDINATOR receives a call for a Jump 
Team. It is the responsibility of the COORDINATOR to 
obtain all the information needed to activate a JUMP TEAM. 
He selects a local JUMP SITE, a 2-meter frequency for local 
coordination (usually the ARES repeater, 146.730), a JUMP 
TEAM CAPTAIN and a LAISON base station, cither HF or 
VHF, to maintain communications with the JUMP TEAM 
once it is in the field. When all team members arrive at the 
local JUMP SITE, the TEAM CAPTAIN will brief them, 
inspect the equipment and vehicles, assign the order of march 
and a simplex CONVOY frequency (probably 144.900), and 
ascertain the LAISON STATION has the team roster, laison 
frequencies and schedule. When ready, the JUMP TEAM 
rolls out to its destination. 


Meanwhile, the COORDINATOR may be readying a 2nd 
RAPID JUMP TEAM to relieve the 1st team, if required. A 
3rd JUMP TEAM may also be needed. The 2nd and 3rd 
teams need not all be RAPID members, since there will be at 
least 24 hours for them to get ready. 


All RAPID members are to have the capability of being 
100% self-sufficient in the field for no less than 72 hours, All 
radio and personal equipment will be operable without

In the course of being an Editor of any publication, one 


receives numerous letters; some favorable but more 
ordinarily negative, but constructive, in that the letter writer 
takes issue with something that was written.

Three Los Angeles area amateur radio equipment dealers 
have received Notices of Apparent Liability (NAL’s in the 
amount of $7000 each for marketing the Kenwood TS-50S 
HF Transceiver which could be ”’...operated on frequencies 
not authorized for amateur radio use.”’ 

The dealers, Henry Radio (Los Angeles, CA), Jun’s 
Electronics (Culver City, CA) and Ham Radio Outlet (Van 
Nuys, CA) were investigated by engineers from the FCC’s 
Cerritos, California, field office between March 8 and 10, 
1993, in response to a complaint lodged against Kenwood on 
March Sth. The FCC refused to disclose who or which 
company lodged the complaint. Each of the dealers were 
ordered to either pay the fine or to ”’...file a written response 
showing why the forfeiture should be reduced or not 
imposed..”’ 

The violations cited by the FCC involved equipment that 
was not properly type accepted (approved) as required prior 
to marketing to the public. The compact TS-50S is promoted 
as the world’s smallest HF transceiver in a full back page 
advertisement in the July QST. While the ad did not give the 
frequency ranges, a sales brochure initially distributed to 
Kenwood’s dealer network and the public showed operating 
ranges which were significantly above and below the 
authorized U.S. ham bands. While the Kenwood Company 
later had.the flyers reprinted to show TS-5OS operation only 
on authorized amateur spectrum, the FCC said it confirmed 
the radios would operated outside the ham bands.

The C-ZED 


Ed. Note: The article in the WSYI Report is quite lengthy 
and very comprehensive. Space limitations prevent printing 
the entife article. In addition to the basic information above, I 
present a summary of the rest of the article. 

WSYI talked to the FCC about the matter and it appears 
that the issues involved are complex interpretations of 
regulations. The FCC indicated that they reacted to both the 
literature and the fact that the radios did indeed operate 
out-of-band. It is illegal to advertise radios that operate 
out-of-band even though the radio does not. The point was 
made that the dealers were disturbed that they - and not the 
manufacturers - are being held accountable. They. are buying 
from large reputable companies. The FCC said that the rules 
do not differentiate about those who sell these devices. They 
may not be offered for sale by anyone. ...the rule includes the 
manufacturer, importer, the retailer anybody in the 
distribution chain. The FCC said that Kenwood may have 
violated import rules and may ‘“‘receive something.”’ 

The fact that the transceiver operated in the so-called 
free-band was a matter of concern but not the sole cause for 
action. There was also speculation that the anonymous 
complainant may have been a competitor of Kenwood, 
*‘motivated by anti-competitive, rather than substantive 
concerns.’’ Kenwood had contacted the FCC three months 
prior to the issuance of the NAL’s to resolve any questions 
the FCC had about the radios. I guess we will be hearing a 
lot more about this subject in the near future. sehen tuned.

Conclusion 


CHE GUEVARA 


Last time I speculated on the operation of 4WI1AA in 
Yemen and the fact that it coincided with John Cooper and 
some of his crack soldiers disappearing for a while and then 
coming back as if nothing had happened. 

This month I recount the story of a similar occurrence. 
Some time not too long after the Yemen incident John and 
his group once again disappeared from their military duties in 
Oman. According to popular belief they showed up in 
Queensland Australia in a secluded bush location. They 
claimed to be prospectors looking for diamonds but were 
thought to be carrying out some kind of military training. 
Some time later they showed up again half way around the 
world in La Paz, Bolivia. 

Also in Bolivia at this time was Che Guevara the widely 
supported South American marxist hero who was going to 
liberate the masses from imperialist slavery. A few days later 
he was dead. Slain by a team of professionals in a cane and 
well planned night time raid. 

A few days later John Cooper and his fellow diamond 
prospectors re-surfaced in Oman and were back at their jobs 
training and supervising the defense forces of the Sultan. 

It was popular belief that a US government covert 
operation had tried earlier to eliminate Che Guevara without 
success. Did they then approach European allies such as 
Britain to try? Could it be that the British declined because of 
the international repercussions if something went wrong. The 
1960’s were sensitive times! Is it possible that they just 
happened to know where there were competent, trustworthy 
and highly trained people who could be contracted for such a 
task. Better still with little chance of reflecting on the U.S. or 
Britain if sorfiething went wrong. Perhaps we will never 
know! 

John Cooper remained in Oman through the seventies but 
“ somehow fell out with the Sultan and was declared ‘persona 
non grata’ and given a short time to leave the country, never 
to return. He would be in his eighties now and although I 
have scanned the British listings in the callbook for some 
years, have not seen his name. He met his wife Muriel in 
‘Oman where she was working as a nurse. Muriel is 
something of a character in her own right. As a young 
woman in England during the second world war she was 
trained as a covert radio operator and related to me that she 
was a bit slow at learning morse code. The German 
counter-espionage services were getting very proficient at 
radio direction finding and there, was a high attrition rate 
among radio operators working with the French resistance. 
She was dropped by parachute over occupied France with 
minimal parachute training. She only lasted a few weeks 
before they learned of her whereabouts but the resistance 
were able to get her away and back to England. In Oman she 
used to help with the refreshments for our radio club 
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meetings and also ran a gardening club for the western wives. 
They would get together for coffee. mornings with their pot 
plants as if in suburban England or America, making the best 
of the arid desert conditions and 120 degree plus weather. 

The Omani soldier who was John’s batman treated him 
with total respect and a great deal of affection and John and 
Muriel had great concern for him and his family whom they 
cared for and helped in many ways. 

These stories may never be authenticated but I am sure 
they will be told among expatriates in Oman for many years.

NOTE: Thanks to all the NTSOPS who report their 
monthly packet activity. I know there are several others in 
SFL who handle huge amounts of NTS, Personal and 
Bulletin items. Just as in other modes, it is up to the 
individual whether he/she wants to report it and see it in 
print. The Station Activity section of QST reflects some, but 
not all, the traffic handlers’ work. 

On packet, handling NTS messages is not as simple as it 
may seem. More often than not the operator must readdress 
the message so it will relay to the next area. He explains the 
system to new operators. He checks files and directories for 
the “‘right’’ zipcode or address. Having handled NTS traffic 
for nearly 40 years on cw, ssb, rtty - and now packet - I can 
truthfully say that packet takes the most work. 

We packet sysops get thanks sometimes, even for 
forwarding an SP or personal message. These don’t count as 
NTS, but the recipient is just as happy to read his personal 
traffic on the screen as the NTS addressee is when I call him 
to deliver a greeting. 

The reason for this note: Low NTS figures. Packet makes 
it so much easier for ham-to-ham traffic to flow. NTS is 
more complicated. NTS likes short messages; SP’s can run-as 
long as the writer (or the BBS SysOp) wants. Those folks 
trying to make rules for HF packet operation will look at our 
“‘low’’ traffic count and say we don’t deserve space on the 
bands. If a few more of them actually ran a full service BBS 
and got some hands-on experience in the matter, they might 
have a kinder attitude towards us. 

These are my thoughts in the middle of 1993 as I struggle 
to keep abreast of the swiftly changing packet scene by 
changing over to the F6FBB system. Wish me luck - I have a 
long way to go. Today, only one port (40 meters) is working. 
Sysops are helping.. I’ll make it yet.

The Panhandle at a Glance 
-By ‘‘Matt’’ Matthew, KC4RKJ 

It’s that season again. Hurricanes and tropical storms are 
something that we must all think about. 

Til (W4ZGS) is Crestview sent me an article for the use 
of a TV set to detect tornadoes. This tip was included in a | 
recent copy of the Alabama Dept. of Public Health 
Epidemiology Report. 

How to use a TV set as a tornado warning device requires 
you to turn on the set and tune in channel 13. Darken the 
screen to almost black using the brightness control. Then turn 
to channel 2 and turn the volume down. Your tornado 
detection device is now operational. 

Lightning will produce momentary white bands of varying 
widths across the screen. A color unit will produce color 
bands. A tornado within 15-20 miles will produce a totally 
white screen on a B/W set and will be a solid color on 
colored units. 

Should you see this happen, turn off the TV, take a 
portable radio, and seek shelter. 

To use a portable radio, tune it to the 550 kHz band. 
Lightning will produce intermittent static. As a HAM, I’m 
sure you are all familiar with this condition. However a 
tornado will produce a steady, continuous static which gives 
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you warning. 

This detection system was developed by.Newton Weller 
of West Des Moines, Iowa after 12 years of study. Lightning 
and tornados generate signals near the 55 MHz (Channel 2) 
frequency which will override the brightness control on the 
TV. Channel 13 is at the high end of the frequency band and 
is not affected. This is the reason why the screen must be 


darkened on that particular channel. So now you know. If it. 


doesn’t work, a phone call to Dr. J. P. Mudd Jr. of the 
Alabama Department of Public Health might be in order. 

I am also a great believer in check lists in Hurricane- 
prone areas. People under pressure, such as would be 
experienced with an on-coming hurricane, do odd things. 
Check lists keep people organized and sensible. 

I am in an area that would be evacuated early so I have 
check lists in my computer which can be printed out in just a 
few minutes. Check lists can be printed out, room by room, 
as assignments for each family member, or even what each 
vehicle will carry. In other words, it tells what goes where. 

I also have a separate check list to help me prepare the 
house itself for the storm. Where the materials for covering 
windows can be found,. who is to tum off the water, 
electricity or gas etc. Start a precautionary check list now 
while it is only a precautionary chore. 

The first issue of the Crestview Amateur Radio Society 
(C.A.R.S.) newsletter has an interesting article in it. The 


article is too long to reproduce here but I’ll cover the - 


essentials, : 

The intent of the article is to convince you that you 
should have a copy of your Amateur Station license and/or 
MARS license with you at all times. An item of law in the 
State of Florida, State Substantive Laws (Crimes), Section 
843.16 should be of interest to all Amateur Radio operators 
in the state of Florida. 

The part in which we are interested stats that it is 
unlawful to install radio equipment capable of using assigned 
frequency of state or law enforcement officers; definitions, 
exceptions; penalties... 

It starts out with paragraph (1) which states ‘‘No person, 
firm or corporation shall install in any motor vehicle or 
business establishment, except emergency vehicles as herein 
defined, or place established by municipal, county, state or 
federal authority for governmental purposes, any frequency 
modulation radio receiving equipment so adjusted or tuned as 
to receive messages or signals on frequencies assigned by 
Federal Communications System...’’ to the agencies listed 
above. 

As for the exceptions in paragraph (3) we see, “‘THIS 
SECTION SHALL NOT APPLY TO ANY HOLDERS OF A 
VALID AMATEUR RADIO OPERATOR OR STATION 
LICENSE ISSUED BY THE FEDERAL COMMUNICA- 
TION COMMISSION....’’. 

It is wise to carry your FCC license and/or MARS license 
with you at all times. Those of you who are not in MARS, 
check any radio that you bought second had to see if it has 
been modified for Military frequencies outside of the 
Amateur bands.. 

I visited two field day operations and a sign located at the 
entrance of the Okaloosa Walton Community College started 
me wondering. As you can see it simply stated that the Field 
Day Exercise was being held on the soccer field but it 
included a short but important message, ‘‘Public Welcome.”’ 


It occurred to me that I had never seen an invitation to the 
public to visit a field day operation before.. 


When I came home in the evening and listened to the 20 
meter band, I heard hundreds of stations all over the country 
on the air. Some were working in the field with generators or 
batteries and many more were sitting in their shacks 
answering CQ’s. Even hams really do not realize the number 
of people involved. This ARRL exercise is designed to test 
our capability to operate Amateur Radio stations on 
emergency power and through lots of QRM. 

When you put all this together, you start to wonder why 
the general public isn’t somehow involved or at least aware 
of what is happening. After all, isn’t one of the purposes of 
the event to provide services for the general public in times 
of emergency. 

Radio stations, TV stations and newspapers don’t cover 
the story involving thousands of people in all 50 states. No 
funds are provided by any governmental agency. Maybe each 
and everyone of us should write or call the local newspapers 
encouraging them to present the facts to the public about a 
very important ‘‘secret’’ service provided by their neighbors 
and friends. | 

The general public needs to realize that people think 
enough of them to quietly spend their time and money to 
provide for their safety and welfare.

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Martin County ARES/RACES 
-By Ronald Tagg, KD4PQQ 

With the newly found interest in Emergency Communica- 
‘tions that hurricane Andrew brought, the Martin County 
Florida ARES/RACES chapter has seen a rapid and major 
increase in activity. The group, headed by Emergency 
Coordinator (EC) Bruce Reid, WB9SHT, and four assistant 
EC’s (AEC) has grown in membership and activity by two 
fold just this year. 

During hurricane Andrew, August, 1992, Martin County 
ARES/RACES was activated for 26 hours and provided 
primary phone and radio communications for the Red Cross 
shelters. Both repeater and simplex operations were used and 
the dedicated members ‘‘hung in there’’ all night. long 
without relief in most cases. 

In January 93, a membership drive was initiated and is 
continuing. In. February, the ARES/RACES group was well 
represented at the Martin County Hamfest. Special events at 
the Johathan Dickinsen ‘‘Earth Day’’ and Treasure Coast 
Square Mall ‘‘Public Demo’’ were conducted in April and 
May. In June, members were instrumental in supporting the 
Martin County Field Day. For next year’s Field Day, the 
Martin -County communication Winebago van will be 
utilized. The county has given a preliminary go-ahead for 
ARES to install some radios for permanent use in the van. 

In January and June ARES/RACES supported American 
Lung Bike Treks which were much appreciated by American 
Lung. They also provided good drills for emergency field 
operations for the ARES group. 

On the subject of back-up communications, the Sheriff’s 

Office, Stuart City Police, and Martin County hospitals (north 
and south) requested ARES/RACES support and have offered 
to buy HF and 2 meter equipment. Putting together these 
stations and performing equipment upgrades at the county 
Emergency Operations Center (EOC) will keep the group 
busy during this summer and fall. 
- The existing ARES communications operations at the 
EOC consist of three 2 Meter rigs, an HF station, a Packet 
‘station, and access to the county real-time weather printouts 
and phone lines to county agencies and the Red Cross. 

Martin county ARES/RACES is currently angering 
plans on how to properly integrate rapid deployed ‘‘jump 
teams’’ to support Martin County and neighboring counties 


in the event of another major hurricane like Andrew. This . 


‘‘arrangement’’ will have to be a mutual aid ‘‘two way 
street’? and will probably take 6 months or more to get fully 
organized, 

ARES Nets are conducted on the 147.06 repeater on 
_ Thursday nights. These nets are usually attended by 10 to 15 
members and other Hams and cover topics of current ARES 
subjects as well as genera! ragchew talk. 

With monthly meetings for members and the AEC’s, 
special events, and active nets, Martin County ARES/RACES 
is serving Martin County and is primed and getting ready for 
full-service to all 17 agencies and Red Cross shelters, 
hopefully by the end of the year.

Supreme Court Rules on 
TVRO Controversy 


The US Supreme Court has ruled that federal regulation 
of the cable television industry does extend to serve 
apartment dwellers whose buildings have more than one 
owner, even if no public right-of-way is used. On June 1, the 
justices voted unanimously to reverse a federal appeals court 
ruling that had exempted such systems. 

The Federal Cable Communications Policy Act of 1984 
requires most operators proving cable service to obtain a 
franchise. It does exempt operators who serve only subscri- 
bers in one or more buildings under common ownership if no 
public right-of-way is used for service buildings. 

A question arose whether the exemption also applied to 
satellite television master antenna systems. After the FCC 
said that the 1984 law applied to all MATV systems serving 
buildings not commonly owned, some cable system owners 
sued, But in siding with the Commission, the Supreme Court 
says that the FCC has the right to make and interpret its own 
rules. It struck down the appeals court finding and let the 
FCC decision stand.

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FLORIDA ARMY MARS NEWS 


: -by Lorraine S. Matthew N4ZCF/AAM3PR 
Coming off a weekend punctuated by the 24-hour 
marathon known as Field Day, Florida Army MARS looks at 
July and the emergence of true American freedom and 
independence as designed by our founding fathers over 200 
years ago. An examination of these two ideas shows a 
relationship that is often overlooked. Without the freedoms 
we enjoy in this country, there would not be the hundreds, 
indeed thousands, of Amateur Radio operators all participat- 
ing in an event designed to serve the millions of American 
citizens in times of need. 

Florida Army MARS was well represented at the 
Crestview Amateur Radio Society (AAR4CCR) Field Day 
operation held at a lakeside park in the Grandview section of 
Crestview. The sounds of CW dominated the scene (Yes, 
Deacon. CW!) with two of the four stations employing this 
mode of operation. The other two stations were voice HF and 
voice VHF. Several homebrew antennas served the event 
quite well. Tents and tarps served to shade the equipment and 
the operators or to keep them dry - depending up on which 
ten minute period of time it was. Those ‘“‘scattered 
thunderstorms’’ made appearances on and off during the 


entire period. The turnout of operators was more than — 


adequate to serve the entire period and was a real credit to 
the group. This club is unique in the high percentage of 
Army MARS operators who are members and the fact that it, 
too, has an Army MARS call. Most of its operations are on 
VHF as the Crestview Army MARS VHF cluster. Its nets 
meet on the Army MARS VHF frequency every Wednesday 
and Sunday evening at 0130Z. The training programs run by 
the group are excellent in terms of both Army MARS and 
introducing new Amateurs to HAM radio. Several of the 
members are expanding into HF operations as well. Most of 


them are still employed; thus I hope to see these members on » 


the HF Tango net in the evening. 

The other Field Day operation with Army MARS 
representation was held at the Okaloosa-Walton Community 
College Soccer field. It was a tri-club effort running a 2A 
affair. 2A sounds small when it is noted that three clubs were 
involved. True to the real Amateur spirit, however, there 
were several potential stations also present. These potential 
_ Stations included an AMSAT station complete with tracking 
antennas, computer control, and other electronic gear necess- 
ary to this operation. With all of its complexities, this station 
was powered by field batteries. The packet station met its 
demise when the TNC decided it had had enough. Whether it 
was just too tired or it was responding to the atmospheric 
conditions (lightning?) was not determined at the time. 
Needless to say it was a source of frustration. The Field Day 
operation was well organized and it was recognized early that 
the more experimental modes would be just that -experimen- 
tal. It was a good experience for all who visit ed or who 
participated in the event. W4ZBB was heard throughout the 
area and throughout the country. This reporter connected with 
it from the 1D NFL station at the house a 2:25AM! Yes. 
There was someone on the transmitter at that hour. My 
husband thinks I’m nuts for being on the air at that hour. 
Believe it or not, there were pile-ups even at that hour. 

One element of the Okaloosa site sign was the invitation 
to the public to attend. This is a very important and valid 
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option that should be stressed. Field Day exists solely for the 
benefit of the public. It is practice for ‘‘the real thing’’. From 
a public relations point of view, it is vital that the public 
know much more about Amateur Radio and the MARS 
programs both than they do. On one hand, we have 
thousands of operators donating their time, equipment, and 
skills. On the other hand we have so few people who know 
about these efforts and services. Balance is needed in this 
scenario. This emphasis is made in Army MARS’ Operation 
Holidays campaign. We need this emphasis on educating the 
public throughout the entire year. Let everyone know that 
Amateur Radio and the MARS programs and operators are 
national assets, deserving of recognition and preservation. 

We have all read or heard about laws in various states 
restricting the use of any equipment that is capable of being 
tuned to other than Amateur frequencies, in general, and to 
emergency frequencies in particular. Be advised that Florida 
does have such a law. The legal reference is ‘‘State of 
Florida, State Substantive Laws (Crimes), Section 843.16’’. 
(Please see ‘‘The Panhandle at a Glance’’ elsewhere in this 
publication for the selected text of the section that involves 
those of us with such equipment.) It is most advisable that all 
of us carry copies of our FCC Amateur licenses with us at all 
times. To prevent an overzealous interpretation of the law, I 
would also advise carrying MARS identification as well. 
Florida has ID cards available, which, while not issued by 
the Department of Defense, are signed by the State MARS 
Director or his designee. These laws are passed for good and 
valid reasons and with good intentions. With very little effort 
on the part of all of us, there shold be no conflict of interest 
in obeying them. For travel in other states, I would check 
with people or authorities in those states. 

In this July of 1993, let us all celebrate our independence 
with joyful hearts. Let freedom ring in the great United 
States for centuries to come.
